PROFESSOR SiMPSON'S REVIEW. 


“Four Yeara on the Western 
Front" by a Rifleman. Odhams, 
Itd,, London ‘(Kelly & Walsh, Ltd-

The following review ia written by 
Professor R.K.M., Simpron, professor 
of Literature, Hongkong Univeraity:— 

Tho publication by a prominent 
Hongkong resident of ‘ Four Years 
on the Western Front” puts us right 
in the main stream of the rising flood 
of books about the Great War. At 
present there .is’ being displayed 
throughout the*world a revived in- 
tercat in euch literature, People-who, 
in. the months‘ eucceoding tho 
Armistice, would have been og-ready:

Tt has obviously been from this im- 
pulse thot “A Rifleman” bas written 
h's book.
